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PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire standpoint. New 
Hampshire had the best record in the nation. Fewer acres were 
burned, suppression costs were substantially reduced and damage to 
woodlands held to a minimum. The record resulted from a combina- 
tion of favorable weather conditions, an alert warden service and a 
cooperating public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note: 58%, or 
6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by careless smokers and 
debris burners; 10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent minded in- 
dividuals and failure of parents to properly supervise children and 
keep matches out of their reach, annually cause these unnecessary 
fires which cost large sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. 
The elimination of these three causes of fires would radically change 
this picture. The rules are simple: 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local forest fire 
warden—the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 
3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving it. 


4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes from mov- 
ing vehicles—use your ash tray. 


5. Don’t burn at home—Use your town dump and save yourself 
much possible difficulty, both personal and financial.

Well Child Conferences were held April 2, May 7 and 
May 28. Nineteen physical examinations were given by 
the physician; 39 immunization shots of polio, whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria and tetanus plus smallpox were 
given. 

There were 2 adult polio vaccine clinics held; 28 polio 
vaccine shots were given. The 3rd clinic was held in 
February, 1960. At that time 4th shots were available 
for all those who had received the 3rd shot more than 
a year ago. 

The adults over 30 years of age who wanted chest 
X-rays attended the X-ray mobile clinic in Woodsville 
or Littleton. 

Home visits to babies, pre-schools and adults were 
made upon request by the state public health nurse.

11. To see if the district will vote to authorize the School Board 
to renew the contract between McIndoes Academy and the Monroe 
School District for secondary school purposes. 


12. To see if the district will vote to authorize the School Board 
to enter into a contract with St. Johnsbury Academy for secondary 
school purposes. 


13. To see if the district will vote to approve the payment of

The school district of Monroe has one of the very 
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few school systems of the state in which the person- 
nel of its school is so capable of administering a 
well-balanced curriculum, establishing a discipline 
where actually the pupil is the ‘disciple’ and the 
instructor is the “teacher,” and where the change of 
staff members is practically non-existént. 


Constant alertness to changing philosophy in ed- 
ucational fields is evident. The philosophy of our 
schools is trying to keep pace with the changing needs 
of the individual. We can say that it probably takes 
less than 20 years for a good educational idea to be 
accepted by at least half of the public schools of this 
country. This is an optomistic finding, since Dr. Paul 
Mort, in studies made in 1935-1940, determined that 
it took nearly 50 years for an educational invention 
to develop to meet a specific educational need. With 
new methods of communications, ideas are quickly 
available to many people. 


There is still a long way to go. A lot of us become 
aware that alertness to needs, desire to experiment 
to find new solutions, and conscious effort to promote 
the use of good educational ideas, are essential in 
reducing the present time lag in education. Let us 
familiarize ourselves with the necessity of replacing 
old habits for new ideas. 


Long ago, the U. S. accepted the principle of a high 
school diploma for all, and is now moving into the 
era of universal college education. Education for all, 
more than education for a career, has tremendous 
potentialities. 


The interest of the individual members of the 
school board, the accomplishments of the teachers, 
and the support of the community are most gratify- 
ing to your superintendent,

During May, patch tests were done in the school. 
This testing program is sponsored by the N. H. 
Tuberculosis Association and is made_ possible 
through the annual sale of Christmas Seals. Miss EI- 
len Clough, R. N., Tbe. Public Health Nurse for 
Grafton County, conducted this testing program. 
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A follow-up chest and X-ray clinic was held June 
30th at the Parish House in Woodsville.
